Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  25th  annual  report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Borough. 

I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  courteous  consideration  which  they  have  invari¬ 
ably  shown  to  any  subject  which  I  may  have  had  occasion  to 
bring  to  their  notice.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  officials  of 
the  Corporation  for  the  assistance  I  have  received  from  them. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 
— The  area  of  the  district  is  3,332  acres.  The  population  at  the 
Census  of  1931  was  14,834.  The  estimated  population  at  the 
middle  of  1936  is  14,080.  This  is  based  on  the  adjusted 
figures  after  the  Census  of  1931,  and  allowance  made  for  the 
varying  rates  of  natural  increase  or  decrease  as  evidenced  by 
births  and  deaths,  and  of  migration  as  indicated  in  the  numbers 
on  the  Electoral  Register  and  returns  obtained  from  the  Board 
of  Trade,  from  any  increase  in  building  activities  and  ebb  and 
flow  of  unemployment. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER 
OF  THE  DISTRICT. — The  Borough  of  Ossett  is  a  widely- 
scattered  district,  the  older  part  of  the  town  consisting  of  groups 
of  houses  at  considerable  distances  apart.  The  various  housing 
schemes  occupy  what  were  spaces  between  these  groups,  and  the 
new  roads,  Queen’s  Drive  and  Ivingsway,  link  up  these  areas, 
and  give  rise  to  a  condition  of  more  continuity  and  regular  street 
conformation.  The  area  of  land  used  in  agriculture  is  becoming 
less  each  year  and  now  comprises  a  ‘comparatively  small  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  total  acreage  of  the  Borough.  The  whole  area 
occupies  an  elevated  position.  The  highest  point  is  Gawthorpe, 
to  the  N.W.,  with  an  altitude  of  400ft.  above  sea  level.  The 
centre  of  the  town  is  300ft.  high.  The  Northern  portion  slopes  to 
the  N.E.  On  the  West,  the  slope  is  more  abrupt,  to  the 
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Chickenley  Beck  and  Pildacre  Beck.  The  Southern  boundary  is 
formed  by  the  River  Calder,  which  flows  from  W.  to  E.,  the  land 
sloping  towards  it  rapidly.  There  is  a  more  gradual  inclination 
of  the  S.E.  portion  of  the  Borough  to  Whitley  Spring  Beck.  Out¬ 
fall  sewage  works  are  situated  at  Healey  and  the  Spa,  and  to 
these  points  the  sewage  is  conveyed  by  gravitation. 

The  geological  formation  belongs  to  the  coal  measures  series, 
and  consists  of  sandstone  and  shale,  with  beds  of  coal.  Sand¬ 
stone  rock  crowns  the  summits  of  the  various  elevations,  and  the 
surface  partakes  of  the  nature  of  the  underlying  rock,  being 
sandy  and  stony,  but  it  is  clayey  in  parts  when  it  is  derived  from 
the  disintegration  of  shale. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. — Ossett  is  primarily  an  industrial 
town.  The  staple  industry  consists  of  the  rag  trade,  the  making 
of  shoddy  and  mungo.  This  part  of  the  industry  is  responsible 
for  the  employment  of  a  large  proportion  of  the  inhabitants,  and 
involves  a  considerable  amount  of  female  labour.  No  ill-effects 
can  be  attributed  to  this  industry.  Vegetable  life  and  plant  life 
are  undoubtedly  affected  by  the  products  of  carbonising.  The 
remainder  of  the  workers  amongst  the  population  find  employ¬ 
ment  in  cloth  manufacture,  coal  mining,  and  a  small  proportion 
in  agriculture. 

NUMBER  OF  INHABITED  HOUSES.— The  number  of 
inhabited  houses  at  the  Census  of  1931  was  3,721,  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  families  or  separate  occupiers  3,793.

Further  gratuitous  medical 
relief  is  also  obtained  from  the  Leeds  and  Bradford  Infirmaries.

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY.— Thirteen  deaths  took  place 
in  infants  under  one  year,  five  of  these  occurring  outside  the 
district.  Six  deaths  were  in  infants  under  one  week  of  age, 
congenital  malformations  accounted  for  four,  premature  births 
caused  three,  pneumonia  two,  and  atalectasis,  injury  at  birth, 
diarrhoea  and  atrophy  one  each.  The  infantile  death-rate  was 
64  per  1,000  live  births.  There  were  9  still-births.  The  figure 
relating  to  infant  mortality  throughout  the  country  appears, 
during  the  last  few  years,  to  have  reached  a  certain  average, 
and  it  suggests  that  some  important  factor  has  not  as  yet  been 
controlled.  Maternal  efficiency  must  be  taken  into  account.  The 
health  and  well-being  of  the  infant  is  dependent,  to  a  large 
extent,  upon  the  care  and  attention  the  mother  is  able  and 
willing  to  bestow  upon  it,  and  probably  much  of  the  reduction 
which  has  taken  place  in  infant  mortality  is  due  to  a  higher 
standard  of  mothercraft  than  existed  in  past  years.  The  mother’s 
own  health  during  pregnancy  is  important  on  account  of  its 
influence  on  the  developing  child.  Such  general  conditions  as 
malnutrition,  or  a  delicate  state  of  health  resulting  from  excessive 
work  or  fatigue  during  pregnancy,  may  contribute  to  the  non¬ 
survival  of  the  child.  That  these  factors  exist  is  undeniable, 
and  their  control  depends  to  a  great  extent  on  a  more  compre¬ 
hensive  scheme  of  ante-natal  care  and  supervision.  Bad  housing 
and  overcrowding  are  definitely  prejudicial  to  infant  life,  particu¬ 
larly  in  the  case  of  respiratory  disease.  This  state  of  things, 
which  has  been  a  glaring  menace  to  child  life,  is,  at  long  last, 
being  dealt  with.  Better  housing,  fresh  air,  more  open  spaces, 
and  the  disappearances  of  “  slums,”  will  undoubtedly  play  a 
great  part  in  the  control  of  infant  mortality. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.— Fifty-six  cases  were  notified 
during  the  year:  scarlet  fever  39,  diphtheria  10,  erysipelas  5, 
anthrax  1,  puerperal  pyrexia  1.  49  patients  were  moved  to 

hospital. 

As  compared  with  previous  years  this  has  been  compara¬ 
tively  free  from  infectious  disease.  Scarlet  fever  occurred 
sporadically,  and  did  not  reach  epidemic  proportions.  The  low 


incidence  of  diphtheria  was  undoubtedly  the  result  of  the  cam¬ 
paign  of  immunisation  which  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 
In  all  1,386  children  were  immunised,  and  it  is  interesting  and 
encouraging  to  know  that  not  a  single  immunised  child  was 
infected  with  the  disease.  When  one  remembers  the  raging 
epidemic  of  diphtheria  which  took  place  early  in  the  year,  and 
the  very  high  death-rate,  it  should  be  a  warning  of  the  danger 
of  neglecting  the  protection  given  by  immunisation. 

A  case  of  anthrax  was  discovered  and  moved  to  hospital. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  infectious  disease  during  the 
year. 

TUBERCULAR  DISEASES. — 12  cases  of  the  pulmonary 
type,  and  3  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  were  notified.  Five 
were  admitted  to  sanatorium.  Four  deaths  took  place  among 
the  former. 

CHILD  WELFARE. — One  must  again  express  our  thanks 
to  the  Committee,  officials  and  voluntary  helpers,  for  their  con¬ 
tinued  interest  and  assistance  in  the  working  of  the  Centre,  and 
to  Nurse  Ineson  for  her  devotion  and  untiring  efforts,  which  have 
contributed  to  a  very  large  extent  to  the  success  and  popularity 
of  the  Welfare.  As  I  write  this  report,  her  pending  retirement 
looms  ahead,  and  it  is  with  very  great  regret  that  we  shall  have 
to  break  our  association  with  her  in  the  organisation  in  which  she 
has  so  ably  assisted,  and  which  she  has  undeniably  helped  to 
build  up  and  bring  to  its  present  state  of  efficiency.  Her  name 
will  live  long  in  the  minds  of  the  many  she  has  come  in  contact 
with,  and  all  will  wish  her  an  affectionate  farewell,  God  speed 
and  a  happy  and  care-free  retirement.

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. — The  average  number  of  expec¬ 
tant  mothers  who  attended  at  each  session  was  19.  The  total 
number  of  women  who  attended  during  the  year  was  95,  this 
figure  representing  40  per  cent,  of  the  notified  births.  Four 
cases  of  abnormality  were  sent  to  the  Maternity  Hospital,  three 
for  Caesarian  Section.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

It  is  undoubtedly  a  fact  that  many  women,  either  through 
negligence  or  perhaps  indifference  on  their  part,  do  not  receive 
anything  like  the  watchful  supervision  which  is  necessary  during 
the  whole  time  of  pregnancy.  Incomplete  supervision  obviously 
gives  the  patient  a  false  sense  of  security  and  may  do  much  to 
increase  the  incidence  of  disaster. 
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As  things  are  at  present,  municipal  Ante-Natal  Clinics  have 
a  limited  function,  and  these  conditions  will  abide  until  there  is 
closer  association  with  the  doctor  or  midwife  who  is  to  attend 
the  patient.

VACCINATION. — This  is  being  very  seriously  neglected. 
Should  another  epidemic  visit  the  district  the  results  would  be 
too  disastrous  to  contemplate. 

HOUSING. — The  demand  for  small  houses,  suitable  for  aged 
couples,  still  exists.  Private  enterprise  has  relieved  pressure  as 
regards  the  larger  type  of  houses. 

ROADS. — Generally  speaking,  the  condition  of  the  roads  in 
the  Borough  has  been  satisfactory.  For  many  years  it  has  been 
pointed  out  that  the  private  streets,  in  many  instances,  are  in  a 
deplorable  state.  Some  have  become  a  positive  danger  to  traffic. 
What  were  “  pot  holes  ”  are  now,  in  some  cases,  deep  cavities, 
which  hold  water  after  rain,  an  undesirable  state  of  things  from 
the  point  of  view  of  public  health,  although  apparently  a  source 
of  enjoyment  to  children,  who  paddle  about  in  these,  to,  what  I 
venture  to  say,  the  annoyance  of  their  parents.

TO  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS  OF 

THE  BOROUGH  OF  OSSETT. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Seventh  Annual  Report,  being 
a  brief  review  of  the  work  carried  out  in  my  Department  during 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1935.  As  in  previous  reports, 
the  section  devoted  to  House  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  is 
for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1936. 

HOUSING. 

The  enterprise  of  private  builders  was  responsible  for  the 
erection  of  99  new  dwelling-houses  during  the  year ;  of  this 
number,  77  were  of  a  type  suitable  for  occupation  by  members 
of  the  working  classes.  The  majority  of  new  property  was 
erected  for  sale,  and  is  now  fully  occupied,  and  in  consequence 
of  this  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
owner-occupiers  in  the  district.  This  improvement  in  the  general 
housing  conditions  may  reflect  a  slightly  better  state  of  trade 
in  recent  times,  but  in  the  main  I  think  it  is  due  to  the  natural 
thrift  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough. 

I  regret  that  I  cannot  report  progress  in  the  erection  of 
new  dwellings  for  re-housing  the  occupants  of  properties 
scheduled  for  clearance  under  the  Housing  Act,  1930.  Following 
instructions  from  the  Housing  Committee,  the  Borough  Surveyor 
prepared  a  lay-out  plan  for  the  Swithenbank  Estate,  and  the 
scheme  was  approved  in  December,  1935.  In  view  of  this,  I 
confidently  anticipate  the  commencement  of  building  operations 
in  1936.  With  the  settlement  of  the  site  problem,  every  effort 
should  be  made  for  continuance  of  the  work  until  the  clearance 
schedule  is  completed.

SANITARY  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  were  further  improved 
by  the  conversion  of  29  privies  to  water-closets,  the  provision  of 
12  additional  water-closets  for  existing  property  and  the  abolition 
of  4  privies  and  30  ashpits. 

Progress  with  these  very  necessary  alterations  has  in  recent 
times  become  more  difficult,  and  at  the  present  rate  a  consider¬ 
able  period  of  time  must  elapse  before  all  the  convertible  privies 
are  on  the  water-carriage  system.  In  view  of  this,  I  feel  that 
steps  should  be  taken  for  the  adoption  of  the  relevant  sections 
of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1907.  With 
Section  39  of  that  Act  in  force  a  definite  rate  of  yearly  progress 
could  be  maintained,  and  we  could  then  look  forward  in  the 
very  near  future  to  a  great  reduction  in  the  number  of  this 
objectionable  type  of  convenience.

MEAT 

INSPECTION. 

In  reviewing  the  records  of  the  past  year  in  this  connection, 
I  have  again  to  report  a  considerable  increase  in  the  work  entailed. 
This  increase  has  not  been  confined  to  week-days  only,  meat 
inspection  has  been  carried  out  on  48  Sundays  during  the  year. 
The  number  of  slaughter-houses  visited  for  meat  inspection  pur¬ 
poses  on  Sundays  was  104. 

The  quality  of  the  food  animals  slaughtered  in  your  district 
has  been  maintained  at  a  high  level  throughout  the  year,  and 
the  weight  of  meat  found  unfit  for  human  food  is  no  reflection 
on  the  trade. 

In  all  cases  of  condemnation  my  opinion  has  been  accepted 
and  in  all  circumstances  voluntary  surrender  was  made. 
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Food  animals  inspected  during  the  year  were  as  follows: 
Bovines  638  (of  this  number  107  were  cows),  Swine  3,073, 
compared  with  593  Bovines  and  1,405  Swine  in  1934.

During  the  year  24  meat  carcases  were  found  to  be  totally 
unfit  for  human  food,  compared  with  10  in  1934.

SLAUGHTEB-HOUSES. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  of  slaughter-houses 
since  last  year ;  12  premises  are  subject  to  annual  licence,  and 
there  is  one  registered  slaughter-house. 

Increased  slaughtering  in  the  Borough  has  been  responsible 
for  additional  visits  in  connection  with  meat  inspection.  During 
the  year,  796  visits  were  made,  compared  with  674  in  1934. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions  the  premises  are  well  maintained 
structurally,  and  cleanliness  is  well  observed. 

MABKETS. 

Systematic  inspections  of  food  supplies  exposed  for  sale  in 
the  market  were  carried  out  throughout  the  year. 

There  were  no  seizures  or  prosecutions. 


TUBEBCULOSIS  OBDEB,  1925. 

Boutine  inspection  of  dairy  cattle  by  Veterinary  Officers  was 
mainly  responsible  for  the  notification  of  12  cases  under  Article 
4  of  the  Order.  Following  receipt  of  notification,  immediate 
arrangements  were  made  for  slaughter,  and  post-mortem  exam¬ 
inations  were  carried  out  in  each  case  bv  your  Veterinary  Surgeon 
and  myself. 

Of.  the  12  cows  slaughtered,  9  were  certified  to  be  affected 
with  advanced  tuberculosis,  and  3  were  found  to  have  tuber¬ 
culosis  in  a  localised  form. 

During  the  year,  it  was  found  necessary  to  institute  pro¬ 
ceedings  against  two  dairy  farmers  for  failing  to  notify  diseased 
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conditions  as  required  by  Article  2(1)  of  the  Order,  Both 
cases  were  heard  at  the  Ossett  Borough  Court,  and  in  each  case 
the  magistrates  found  the  offences  proved  and  fined  each  defend¬ 
ant  £2  and  costs.

The  total  valuation  of  the  12  cows  was  £102,  and  the  amount 
of  compensation  paid  to  the  owners  was  £40  15s.

MILK  PRODUCTION. 

The  year  1935  saw  the  introduction  of  the  Accredited  Pro¬ 
ducers’  Scheme  to  the  farming  industry.  The  aim  of  the  scheme 
is  to  improve  the  general  standard  of  milk  production,  and  at 
the  same  time  to  pass  on  the  resultant  benefits  to  the  consumer 
without  any  additional  charge. 
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To  induce  producers  to  provide  a  higher  standard  of  milk, 
the  Milk  Marketing  Board  made  provision  for  a  bonus  of  one 
penny  per  gallon  to  be  paid  to  each  producer  who  complied  with 
the  conditions  of  the  scheme. 

The  offer  of  a  bonus  has  not  resulted  in  a  wholesale  change 
over  to  accredited  production  in  Ossett.  Out  of  a  total  of  29 
producers,  only  fcwae  of  this  number  have  entered  the  scheme, 
one  of  whom  has  also  obtained  a  Grade  “A  ”  licence. 

I  very  much  regret  that  the  scheme  has  met  with  such  small 
success  in  this  district,  as  I  would  have  liked  to  see  all  our  pro¬ 
ducers  on  the  Accredited  Roll. 

During  the  year  148  visits  were  paid  to  cow  sheds  and 
dairies. 

The  registered  cowkeepers  number  29,  and  the  registered 
milk  sellers  46. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1923. 

Licences  under  the  above-mentioned  Order  were  issued  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  as  follows :  2  supplementary  licences  to  retail 
Pasteurised  milk. 

One  producer  received  a  licence  from  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  for  the  production  of  Grade  “  A  ”  milk. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT. 

Work  under  this  head  was  confined  to  the  sampling  of  milk  ; 
13  formal  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  during 
the  year. 

The  Public  Analyst  certified  samples  numbered  45  and  52 
Not  genuine  “  Samples  deprived  of  a  portion  of  natural  fat 
by  skimming  or  other  treatment.”  In  each  case  a  warning  was 
issued  to  the  vendor  ;  there  were  no  prosecutions. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS. 

The  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  (Infected  Area)  Order,  1934 
(No.  50),  continued  in  force  until  the  8th  January,  1935,  and 
from  the  1st  to  the  8th  of  that  month  35  movement  licences  were 
issued. 
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During  the  year  three  cases  of  suspected  swine  fever  were 
reported.  Following  investigations  hy  officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  confirmation  of  the  existence  of  the 
disease  was  received  in  respect  of  one  of  the  suspected  premises. 

RAT  REPRESSION. 

As  in  previous  years,  a  circular  was  sent  to  the  occupiers  of 
all  premises  likely  to  be  infested  with  rats,  calling  attention  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  and  request¬ 
ing  renewed  action  during  National  Rat  Week. 

It  is  true  to  say  that  a  few  people  spend  time  and  money  in 
an  endeavour  to  rid  their  premises  of  rats,  but  the  indifference 
of  the  majority  of  occupiers  nullifies  the  efforts  in  this  direction. 

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION. 

Disinfection  of  patients’  homes  is  carried  out  after  all  cases 
of  notifiable  infectious  disease.  Personal  clothing  and  bedding 
are  subjected  to  steam  treatment  at  the  Disinfecting  Station. 

Vermin  infested  property  is,  on  the  request  of  the  landlord 
or  tenant,  treated  with  insecticide  at  a  reasonable  cost. 

During  the  year  60  houses  were  disinfected,  and  6  houses 
were  treated  for  vermin  (bugs). 

OFFENSIVE  TRADE  PREMISES. 

Premises  where  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  were  found  to 
be  kept  in  a  reasonable  state  of  cleanliness. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

Further  improvement  in  the  sanitary  accommodation  in 
connection  with  factories  and  workshops  was  affected  during  the 
year.  In  connection  with  this  class  of  premises,  3  privies  were 
converted  to  water-closets,  together  with  the  provision  of  3  addi¬ 
tional  water-closets. 

One  case  of  want  of  cleanliness  and  3  other  nuisances  were 
also  successfully  dealt  with  during  the  year.

REFUSE  COLLECTION,  TRANSPORT,  AND  DISPOSAL. 

It  has  again  been  my  endeavour  to  maintain  this  service  in 
an  efficient  and  economical  manner.  This  notwithstanding, 
several  factors  have  contributed  towards  a  small  increase  in  costs 
when  compared  with  those  of  the  previous  year.  The  very 
welcome  activity  in  house  building  quite  naturally  has  had  an 
effect  on  the  work  to  be  performed  in  this  department.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  rate  of  pay  for  our  employees  was  increased  by  one 
half-penny  per  hour  as  from  the  first  full  pay  week  in  January, 
1936.  / 

The  net  cost  of  the  service  for  the  year  1935—36  was  £1,677 
17s.  10d.,  an  increase  of  £27  18s.  8d.  when  compared  with  the 
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figures  for  the  previous  year.  This  increase  in  expenditure  is 
responsible  for  an  increase  in  the  cost  per  ton  figure  amounting 
to  0-4  of  a  penny.  There  is,  however,  a  slight  decrease  in  the 
cost  per  house.  In  the  previous  year  the  cost  worked!  out  at 
1-76  pence  per  house  per  week;  for  1935-36  the  corresponding 
figure  is  1-74  pence,  a  reduction  of  0-02  pence.  The  service  is 
maintained  at  a  cost  of  7s.  6-9d.  per  house  per  annum. 

Collection  and  transport  is  carried  out  by  two  motor  vehicles, 
viz.:  1  Morris  25  cwt.  wagon  and  1  Dennis  30  cwt.  wagon.  The 
Morris  vehicle  has  been  in  regular  service  since  1929  and  the 
Dennis  since  1931.  For  the  purpose  of  costings  no  depreciation 
in  respect  of  the  Morris  wagon  has  been  charged  to  the  service 
this  year. 

Tipping  at  Flushdyke  and  Queen’s  Drive  has  formed  the 
chief  outlet  for  disposal  of  house  refuse.  The  incinerator  con¬ 
tinues  to  render  useful  service  in  dealing  with  garbage,  fish-offal, 
diseased  meat,  and  other  matter  of  a  putrescible  nature.
